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Statement of relevancy 

1. The invention according to the independent claims refers to a reach truck wherein the 
mast is displaceable relative to the chassis of the truck. According to claim 1 the speed of 
the fork or the like which is moved along the mast is limited by a predetermined upper 
speed value. This maximum speed value is changed either in dependency of the height of 
the fork or of the weight of the load on the fork. 

2. DEI 0013 083 

This reference refers to a specific reach truck which has a frame which guides a lift fork 
and the frame can be moved along a platform adjacent to a cabin for the driver. Nothing 
is said with respect to the speed of the lift fork in use. 

3. DE 198 28938 Al 

This reference refers also to a reach truck. This reference deals with the specific guiding 
of the lift fork along the displaceable mast. Nothing is said about the control of the speed 
of the lift fork. 

4. DE-Z: Logistik fur Unternehmen 3/200 1 , Seite 74 
In this reference a reach truck is mentioned wherein the mast cannot only be displaced 
along the longitudinal axis of the truck, rather also transverse to the longitudinal axis. This 
is instead of a displacement of the fork transverse to the longitudinal axis which is also 
known. 

5. DE-Z: F + H Fordern und Heben 49/1999 Nr. 6, Seite 399/400 
This reference deals with the stabilization of the swinging rear steering axle of an 
industrial truck. A control is provided which also controls the movement of the mast 
above a lift height of the fork above 2 meters* According to the load on the lift fork the 
inclination of the mast is changed. There is no control of the speed of the lift fork as 
claimed by the invention.
